PIERRE DUPONT 


AND RASKOB LOSE 


TAX APPEAL CASE 


Accused of Using "Paper 


Transactions" to Evade 


Income Taxes. 


WASHINGTON. UP). The United 
States board of tax appeals found 
Tuesday that Pierre S. du Pont 
ajid John J. Raskob had attempted 
^^ evade more than $1,000,000 of 


income taxes ,by "paper transac- 
tions" in securities. 


The exact amount of additional 
taxes due on their 1929 incomes 
was left by the board to be de- 
termined later, but attorneys esti- 
mated Raskob might be held to 
owe about $1,000,000 and Du Pont 
about $600,000. 
Du Pont, a large contributor to 


republican campaign funds in 1936, 
is chairman of the board of direc- 
tors of E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Co. Raskob was chairman of the 
democratic national committee and 
campaign, manager for Alfred E 
Smith in 1928, but turned against 
Roosevelt and with 
Smith 
pro- 


moted the Liberty League in oppo- 
sition to Roosevelt. 


After the 1929 stock market 


crash, Du Pont and Raakob sold 
about $4,500,000 of securities to 
each other at prices far below 
what they had paid for them. 
Eventually they resold ^the secur- 
ities to each other so each wound 
up with his original holdings, they 
claimed deductions from their in- 
come tax for the losses indicated 
by the difference between the orig- 
inal value of the securities and the 
prices at which the securities were 
•sold. 
"Men do not conduct themselves 


and accomplish the end as did 
these parties toward each other, 
and attain an end so advantageous 
to their fortunes, without a com- 
mon understanding. 
This design 


was too complete to be without 
designer," said the board, in part.

PUEBLO, Colo. (UP). This na- 


tion ia not gomg to copy other 
forms 
of 
government 
because 


"ours is good enough for 
us," 


President Roosevelt told an audi- 
ence that crowded around the rear 
platform of bis special train Tues- 
day. 


His administration's big objec- 


tive "is to make democracy work," 
Mr. Roosevelt said. The chief ex- 
ecutive then, pledged maintenence 
of the present form of government. 


The president made no mention 


of politics nor did he refer to Sena- 
tor Alva B, Adams, 'democrat, up 
for re-election. It was anticipated 
-that he would maintain a hands 
off policy where Colorado politics 
was concerned. 


Mr. Roosevelt, whose talk con- 


cerned his oft repeated philosophy 
of proper land use, was presented 
to the crowd here by Gov. Teller 
Ammons. 


The president spoke, extempo- 


raneously, for less than ten min- 
utes.

maries Adams' strongest opponent

All Roads. 


Railroad valuations in Nebraska 


for taxation purposes have been 
fixed at $142,837.295 for the 1938 
levy, State Tax Commlsaloner W. 
H. Smith announced Tuesday, after 
meeting of the board of equaliza- 
tion. 


This is a decrease of 10.4 percent 


fro'm the 1937 valuation of $157,- 
118,360. 


The major roads were evaluated 


•s follows: Union Pacific and St. 
Joseph and Grand Island, $61,907,- 
885; Burlington, $63,542,720; Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, $8,323,721; 
Chicago, St. Paul. Minneapolis and 
Omaha, $2,159,297; Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, $2,441,924; Mis- 
souri Pacific, $2,390,352. 


Miscellaneous roads, most of 


which operate only into Omaha, 
made up the remainder. The six 
major roads were valued at $140,- 
765,879. 


Take Average. 


Value was fixed by taking the 


stocks and bond value average over 
& four year period. This method 
has been used since 1931. 
Thus an 
abrupt drop in "values has been 
avoided. 
From 1935 to 1937 rail- 
road property was increased but 
for the year of 1938 the values 
were considerably smaller. 
The six major roads in May dur- 
ing hearings all asked that there 
be a general reduction. All but the 
Union Pacific set forth specific 
figures as follows: C. B. A Q., $36,- 
868,954; Northwestern, $4,306,417; 
M. P., $1,220.469; Rock Island, $1,- 
233,199; M. & O., $488,786. 
Tax Commissioner Smith said 
there had been a general drop in 
property valuation since 1930 thru 
1937 and 1938. In 1930 the value 
of property in the state for taxa- 
tion purposes was 
$3.102,050,571 
while last year it was $2,058,224,- 
876 and is expected to go even 
lower this year. 
In personal property alone, in 
which railroads are included, the 
drop was from 
$744,508,983 to 


$478,024,437 last year, • a fall of 
35 8 percent.

The bidding at both tables was the 


same, i. e., South started with one club. 
West passed. North bid one diamond. 
East passed. South jumped to two 
no trump, and North went to three 
no trump. The opening lead, also, 
was the same, namely, the heart five. 


"At the table'at which I played as 


declarer, I won with the heart queen 
and immediately led a diamond. West 
ducked and the ten held. Now, 
hoping that the defender with the 
tee would be able to hold oft and 
would choose to do so out of fear that 
I held three diamonds, I led the dia- 
mond king. 
After a long huddle, 


however [during which I could see 
him mentally tossing a coinl, West 
look his ace, and after that I was 
finished. I never could return to 
dummy and, since West cleared his 
heart suit immediately, I Anally wound 
UP by going down three tricks. 
" At the other table the first plays 


were exactly the same, and this 
similarity went even as far as West's 
huddle on the second diamond play. 
This West, our teammate, guessed 
wrong; that Is, he thought declarer 
had 
three 
diamonds, 
hence was 


afraid 
to take the second round. 


Having attained his objective of two 
diamond tricks, declarer then shifted 
to a club and took the finesse. It 
worked, and he established his fifth 
club while retaining heart control, 
winning, in all, four club tricks, two 
diamonds, two hearts, and one spade. 
The resultant swing of 900 points was 
our Waterloo. 


" What we would like to know Is 


just this: 
Was It luck, pure and 


simple, that at my table West took 
the second diamond, while at the 
other table our teammate held off 
until the third round ? 
Was there 


any way of knowing which trick to 
take? Yours truly, 


"W. S. Y., Albany." 


I cannot say whether or not it was 


luck that led one defender to the 
right play while the other was going 
astray. But there most definitely Is 
a method whereby the correct play 
can be determined. There is a stand- 
ard playing convention that meets 
this precise situation. 
When the 


£ummy has a long suit and no out- 
side entry, and when it is important 
for 
the 
defender 
who holds 
the 


stopper In that suit to know exactly 
what trick to lake, so that declarer 
will be out of the suit and cannot 
reach dummy, the cards played by 
the other defender can give a clear 
message. As applied to this hand, 
the convention works like this: 


When the first diamond Is led to 


dummy, 
the 
ace-holding 
defender 


must, of course, concede the first 
trick. It Is the other defender's duty 
to signal whether he holds two or 
throe cards In that suit. With three, 
he plays the lowest; wllh a double- 
ton he begins an echo. In this case, 
had East used the convention, play- 
ing the deuce [obviously the lowest]. 
West Immediately would know that 
East had three diamonds, 
which 


would leave declarer with only two. 
West then would hop on the second 
diamond 
play and. thus, hold de- 


clarer's diamond winners to one In- 
stead of two. If East's diamond hold- 
ing had been the 7-5 or 7-2 his proper 
play on the first diamond would be 
the seven spot West then could as- 
sume that this was the start of a 
high-low and immediately place de- 
clarer with three rather thnn two 
diamonds. 
This would mean that 


West had to hold off until the third 
round. It Is an extremely valuable 
convention for use in hands of this 
nature. Tomorrow's Hand

Keep Hands Off School 


Until Further Hearing. 


A 
temporary 
injunction 
was 
granted by District Judge Broady 
against P H. Bartholomew, direc- 
tor of public health, and the mem- 
bers of the state board of cosme- 
tologist examiners to prevent them 
from interfering with the opera- 
tion of the Capital Beauty School 
of Omaha, operated 
by Robin a 
Kammerer. 
She had brought action against 
the board and the health director, 
and obtained a temporary restrain- 
ing order some days ago. Judge 
Broady in his order said that Mrs. 
Kammerer, had by affidavits filed, 
claimed that the board of cosme- 
tologist examiners had made a de- 
mand upon the school for an im- 
mediate roll call while students 
were attending upon customers at 
the school. 
He said the boards authority and 
proceedings is rather indefinite. It 
has authority to inspect the school 
but if it did so as claimed in her 
affidavits it had acted unreason- 
ably. On the other hand the mem- 
bers of the board by affidavits had 
claimed that no demand was made 
for an immediate roll call. 
Judge Broady also said that the 
board has power to approve 
disapprove a school but if it did 
not grant a hearing to the school 
it had acted unreasonably and ar- 
bitrarily. The evidence was con- 
flicting and he had determined to 
grant the temporary order until 
at a further hearing the disputed 
facts could be disposed of. Date 
for a hearing of the case on its 
merits has not been fixed. The 
petition also asked for a declara- 
tory judgment on the authority of 
the board and on certain rules 
made by the board. These will be

In fact, one crop—oats—has 
larger indicated harvested acreage 
than the intended plantings last 
March. The harvested acreage for 
oats was estimated Monday at 
1,934,000 acres, compared with 
March intentions of p l a n t i n g 
1,851,000 acres. 
The estimated plantings and th* 
indicated harvested acreages for 
the other crops: Corn, 8,343,000 
and 7,825,000 acres; winter wheat, 
4.721,000 and 4,337,000 acres; po- 
tatoes, 86,000 and 85,000 acres.

Cost of city government for the 


first nine months of the current 
fiscal year, to July 1, under the 
new form of government, exceeded 
that for the comparative period of 
the succeeding year by $54.205. 
with tax supported activities and 
those of a self sustaining nature 
Included, the totals being $1,312.- 
799 a« against $1,258.53-1. 
The spread is even greater with 
tax supported activities alone con- 
sidered. To July 1 of this year, 
tax expenditure totals for the 
nine months are shown as $728,960 
aa against $648,359 for the same 
period of the previous fiscal year, 
difference of 580,610. 
Operating expenses, tax funds 
only, ahow a saving of 56,405 as 
between $153.604 for 
the nine 
months ending July 1, 1937, and 
$147,199 for the three quarters 
just ended. Sharp increases arc 
noted in salaries and capital out- 
lay. The financial statement as to 
expenditures waa submitted to the 
council Monday by Director Berg.

Nebraska didn't need a survey 
to lea rn that a majority of her 


djca were opposed to a reorgan- 
ization of medical practice in the 
direction of socialized medicine. 
That was known beforehand. The 
surprise, however, is in the fact 
that only 67 percent are opposed, 
as the survey shows. The survey 
was 
made by Modern Medicine. 


That magazine announces that the 
trend of organized medicine, ex- 
cept in New York City, is defi- 
nitely away from socialized medi- 
cine in the nation as a whole. On 
the question of whether public 
funds should be used to pay for 
the care of the indigent and low 
income group only 49 percent of 
Nebraska medics voted favorably. 


Specialists 
in Nebraska voted 
against reorganization of the gen- 
eral 
practitioners, 
68 percent. 


Among doctors in 
metropolitan 


centers in Nebraska (cities over 
50,000), 70 percent voted against 
reorganization. Of the specialists, 
iO percent favored the use of pub- 
lic funds to pay for medical care. 


The number of hospitals in Ne- 
braska tends to increase, and the 
service offered by these institu- 
tions continues to improve and ap- 
'roach the high standards set by 
medical men. As the high stand- 
ards are approached the cost of 
medical service increases, and of 
course the quality of service given 
mproves. Wahoo will soon hold a 
bond election to arrange for funds 
o match a government grant of 
136,000 for the establishment of - 
30 bed hospital In that city.

on his creditors, saying something 
ike this:

inefficiency, but, on the whole, a 
lot of good persons have received 
the money in the form of payroll 
or in purchases of their goods. 
This business has been a benefit 
to the community. I know it Is In- 
solvent and does not make ends 
meet. 
'Nevertheless, 
I 
think 
you 


should keep on lending money to 
this business and you should not 
be concerned over the money al- 
ready borrowed which we have to 
earn some day to pay you back. 
You should consider the human 
value, and, as for your bank de- 
positors whose money has been 
loaned—why, tell them to look at 
the human balance sheet. 
That 


ought to satisfy them." 
There's another possible use of 


the word "nevertheless" if Mr. 
Roosevelt happens to be planning 
any announcement about how to 
fill the vacancy left in the su- 
preme court by the death of Jus- 
tice 
Cardozo. Many 
candidates 


have been mentioned from various 
geographical areas of the country.

And 
besides it would take a new jus- 
tice of the supreme court many 
many years to match the knowl- 
edge and experience in the affairs 
of our nation and the 'liberal out- 
look' gained on the lobby commit- 
tee by that son of Indiana of 
whom the whole nation is proud 
Sherman Minton."

immunity, vite. 


Unfortunately for the public health 
a good many doctors still take the 
attitude that people need not worry 
.bout minerals, vitamins and the 
ike, since we get all the minerals 
tnd vitamins we need in ordinary 
oods. This is as unreasonable an 
attitude for a doctor to take as it 
would be to say that all malnutri- 
ion is due to insufficient intake of 
minerals or vitamins. 
Of course 


many persons with malnutrition 
uffer from other causes than lack 
of vitamins. 
Exposure to various 


)0isons in industry or in the home 
ife, chronic infections, focal infcc- 
.ions, inadequate sleep, rations or 
uninviting sleeping conditions, neg- 
ected damage of the teeth which 
nterferea with proper mastication 
of food, constant pain, emotional 
disturbances, these are some of the 
causes of malnutrition. 


In a daily ration fairly well bal- 


inced and yielding1 approximately 
3,000 calories—enough for an adult 
doing light work—fully 2,000 of 
':he calories do and should come 
!rom carbohydrates—starches and 
sugars. Cereals and cereal prod- 
ucts furnish most of the carbohy- 
drate. In the old days when the 
entire grain was ground at the 
nill and used for making bread, 
the people received a fair daily 
•atlon of vitamin B, for example, 
today, when wheat is refined and 
most of the minerals and vitamins 
removed 
in the milling process, 


people get just pure carbohydrate 
and little or none of the minerals 
and vitamins that grew in the 
jrain. 


Perhaps it is now out of the 
question to return to the living 
customs of our grandparents. But 
we can sec to It that fair daily 
ration of minerals and vitamins 
is provided to supplement the or-

Hazard in Overstudy 


Is Pointed Out to 
Parents by Doctor

IT IS now midsummer and 


•chooli long since have cloced their 
doors. Johnnie and Janie are now 
in the midst of a glorious summer 
Vacation, with no, or little, thought 
Of the cares and worries of school 
days. They are ahead, but too far 
Ahead now to be bothersome. 


I may seem untimely, but I do 


not think I am much out of place 
to discuss a problem which should 
interest every parent. The problem 
of which I speak will be a current 
one in the fall, and 1 think it might 
be wise for parents to begin giv- 
ing It attention right now. 


I am speaking of the subject of 


homework while children are in 
school. As you probably know, 
there is a health hazard in too 
tnuch homework and in overstudfr. 


Mothers often have asked me the 


very pertinent question: "Why 
•hould homework be necessary at 
all? 
Why shouldn't study be di- 


rected at school?" That's some- 
thing that many school authorities 
are thinking about. Mothers have 
even suggested that, If necessary, 
the school months, or even years, 
might be a little longer—anything 
to take the extra burden off the al- 
ready overtired child's back and 
mind. From a health standpoint, 
It seems reasonable. 


Can't Blame Them 


Now, I have worked too long 


with the school system and its 
leaders to blame them. They have 
done all that is possible in solving 
this problem. The danger to the 
child of homework Is often largely 
theufault of parents who wish to 
"point with pride" to their child at 
th«~expenae of his health. 
Too 


often do parents get into the habit 
of constantly pushing their young- 
sters ahead, urging them "to stick 
to it"—"never give up"—"do or 


Then what happens T One of two 


things—the youngster either grad- 
uated from high school at too early 
an age, say 15 or 10, and collapses 
mentally, unfit to meet the stiff 
competition of a modern world, or 
else he becomes worried about hit 
work, falls behind, becomes dis- 
couraged, )o*»s hi.i good health, and 
often becomes a laggard in school. 


My experience aa a father and as 


ft public health official has con- 
vinced me that we would be far 
better oft if we abolished homework 
altogether. If youngsters cannot 
learn enough in school from A H. m. 
to 3 p. m., let's lengthen the school 
yean instead of shortening the 
chfB's health. 


The solution of this problem of 


homework is simple. It lies In mod- 
eration 
and common sense. It 


means letting up on the burden of 
the average youngster, and train- 
ing the overatudious one to under- 
stand the dangers that lie in over- 
work.

Cleaning Agents Help 


Lighten Drudgery, 
Says Eleanor Ross 


By KLEANOR ROSS 


THE WISE housewife invariably 


keeps on hand a plentiful supply 
of household cleaning Agents. These 
aids to sanitary upkeep do so much 
to lighten the work and remove 
drudgery from it. So the good 
housekeeper has on hand a plenti- 
ful supply cf good soap, a soap as 
free as possible from harmful mi- 
kali. 


Buy some concentrated ammonia, 


dilute it to the proportion of one 
part of ammonia to seven parts of 
water. This mixture is considered 
excellent for cleaning in general. 
The United States department of 
agriculture recommends this in 
preference to the fluid called house- 
hold ammonia. But this is a mat- 
ter of opinion, since many women 
actually prefer the latter solution. 
Borax is an excellent water soft- 


ener, and there should be a supply 
on hand in those districts where 
the water is hard. Lye, caustic 
soda and caustic* potash- are used 
to remove grease from walls, woods 
and other surfaces. 
Lye is really 


caustic potash but the commercial 
form of lye is actually caustic soda. 
Use these agents with care, as they 
aren't kind to hands. 


Brass Cleaner 


Oxalic acid is used for cleaning 


brass and copper and also for 
bleaching stains on wood. The 
crystals are sold mostly for house- 
hold use. A general solution is 
made by dissolving one ounce of 
the crystals in eight ounces of wa- 
ter, but if too strong, dilute with 
water until proper strength is at- 
tained. If there are children in the 
household, be sure to label the con- 
tainer with the word "poison" and 
keep it out of the way. It is wise 
to keep such agents in a closet or 
container that can be locked. 


Turpentine does a grand job 


when it comes to removit g grease, 
paint, varnish or wax. Be sure to 
keep it in a fireproof container and 
do not use near a flame of any kind. 
The same goes for benzine, which 
als0 is a grand grease remover and 
is sometimes used to kill insects. 
Linseed oil, which is also inflam- 
mable, is splendid for renewing- the 
luster of furniture or other wood- 
work. Just moisten a cloth with 
the oil, but see that it is pure and 
the best quality.

If not better, how much of a gam- 
tale the arm really was, insisted 
it be 'as is.' So 'as is' it had to be. 


"Therefore we have no squawk

I still think we'll get our money's 
worth out of Dean. In fnct, if 1 
had been able to foresee all of the 
incidents in the three months be- 
tween the time we made the deal 
and now, I'd stili makn it."
